Rome drew Maicrials for building the Fabric of her Great- 
neis; anda Nurlery irom whence fhe tranfplanted thofe 
Trecs which throve fo well in a foreign soil. ‘Thus, the 
Britons, in time, infenfibly lolt all Sentiment of public 
Spiric ; they came, at lait, to forget they had a Country 5 
their Afeciion for it was no better than Jn/finds and, 
like Captives long us’d to Bonds, when their Shackles 
were truck off, they Knew not bow to ule their Limbs ; 
they had been eafy in Chains, and therefore they were 
pain’d by Liberty. 

Vhey tans became an ea'y Prey to the Saxons, who 
were Germans; vay, they invited over their Matters, and 
courted them to impofe upon them the Yoke. But, hap- 
pily for England, her German King had no German Do- 
minions. liad tnat been the Cafe, it is natural to be- 
lieve their /uptiact for Parent Soil would have joon pre- 
vail'd with them not only tg pillage, but even to unpeople 
this Country, for the Support of their Quarrels upon the 
Contiuent —-But the Britons, with all their Rage for 
fervitude, Were not mad enough to call in a King who 
had other Dominions, or to pay him unilipulated Sub- 
jection. This Incependency of their Kings, upon any 
certain Support from Germany, with their being quite un- 
connected with all foreign Confiderations, (after they were 
fetticd in England ) icon taught them to make England the. 
gole Object of chei: Royal Cares: And {fo void were they 
of foreign Ambition, that tho’ no leis than feven different 
States ilarted upamongtt them, x of which might eafily 
have been fwaiiowed up by the Seventh, had the latter 
yeceiv’d the leaii Support from the Continent; yet we 
don’t once read of fo much as a fingle ‘Troop or Compa- 
ny being fent for that Purpole, from or to the Continent. 

“The «ame Obfervation does not hold of the next In- 
vaders, IT mean the Danes, ‘Their Princes, who reign’d 
in England, were pofle(s'd of great Dominions on the 
Continen , and the Eng/i/h were often fent abroad to {up- 
port the foreign Quarrels of their Kings; in hort, the 
was then exhautted both of her Men and Money, be- 
caufe the was always engaged in Quarrels for the Defence 
of her King’s foreign Dominions. But what was the 
Confequence ? —— ‘Ihe, Danifa Royal Line, in England, 
ended in the fecond Generation. —— The Engl faw their 
fatal Conneétions with the Continent. —~ ‘hey were fo 
fenfible of it, as an Mand colle&ted within itfelt, that 
they enter’d into a folemn Abjuration of every Foreigner, 
or Deicendant of Foreigner, ever again {waying the Sceptre 
of England.—— A laudable Refoluuon— but may it never 
be again imitated in England. 

Th Reign of Edward the Confeffar would. from his 
Partiality to Foreigners, the’ he had no foreign Domi- 
nions. have prov’d fatal to England, had it not been for 
the Godwin Family who, from very interetted Principles, did 
very noble Things —-They were Englifhmen, aud tho’, 
as uch, they had been gailty of very flagrabt.Adts, yet 
when they taw foreign Intereit prevail, by which they 
mult have been indifcriminately bury’d with the Ruins of 
the Conititution, they aéted as Englifhmen, by joining that 
Party which was determind to keep the Engl free of 
all foreign Influence. But Edward, who, in his 
Heart, was a determin’d Foreigner, could not brook, as 
he thougtit it, being a King at ‘econd Hand.——ite gave 





up, indeed, many of thote Foreigners, or rather chofe | 
Engliomen with joreign Hearts, which had, by their In- 


fluence at Court, alicnated. his Affeétions from the Englife, 
and theirs from him; but he fill retain’d foreign A figc- 
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tions. —Thofe pav'd the Way to that great Revolution 
which happened under his immediate Succ for, —— ‘The 
Exglifo by being converfant with Foreigners, not only in 
Court, but all over the Country, loft that Jealouly of Fo- 
re.gners which ought ftill to have been the frongeit Bar- 
rier of their Conttitution. ————They beheld a foreign 
Invafion with Unconcern, and endur’d its Confequences 
with Patience. ———In fhort, a Frenchman who, of all 
Mankind, ought to be mott detefted by Lxglihmen, con- 

uei’d them, and, for two or three Generations, the Eng- 
la remained entirely the Slaves of Foreigners; which 
that it may never again happen, is the fincere Prayer of,

BOUT three Months patt a Petition, from South Ca- 

rolina, was deliver’d to the King; praying that 
three Independant Companies, to confift of one hundred 
private Men, each properly Officer'd, might be railed 
in the Colonies on that Continent, and paid from Great 
Britain, but to be under the Command of the Governor 
and Council of that Province only. ‘This Petition was re- 
ferr'd to the Lords of his Majefty’s moft honourable Privy 
Council ; their Lordfhips appointed a Day for hearing 
and examiniug the Perions that follicited, for and againit 
what was prayed. for in the faid Petition, wx. the Kx 
pediency and Ufe of fuch Companies ; at the Defire of a 
Gentlemen, whofe Curiofity inclined him to be picient, I 
was prevail’ upon to attend him; and from the Kealons 
alledged on both Sides, on that folema Occation, I was 
induced to enter into the Merits of the Cale my(elf, by 
examining ferioufly and candidly, whether the prefent 
State and Condition of South Carolina be fauch, as to make 
it neceflary to bring a new Charge on the Nation; or 
whether this Project was calculated to make Provifion 
for Certain chofen Veflels, and raife fome Money by Sale 
of Commifiions. 

I believe there are but two juftifiable Reafons that can 
be honeilly urged in any Country, for the Introdugtion 
or Eftablithment of Regular Forces, viz. 1. ‘To preferve 
Peace at home. 2. ‘lo guard againit the Attempts of fo- 
reign Enemies.—It is very certain that Sourh Carolina 
is overilock’d with Blacks, in Proportion to the Number 
of white People ; becaufe it appears by the Cuftom-houte 
Entries at Charles Town that there were imported from 
two to three thoufand annually, before the temporary Pro- 
hibition (now expired.) Therefore it muft be allow’d that 
three Independant Companies may, and will be fervicea- 
ble to awe and terrify the Slaves. But then, to all difin 
terefted Men, it muit appear more reafonable for the 
Governor, Council, and Gencral Affembly of that Pro- 
vince to make proper Laws and Regulations to reftrain the 
rich Planters from keeping dangerous Numbers of Ne- 
groes, and to promote the Increate of induftrious and ufe- 
tul Inhabitants; than that the Mother Country fhould 
be at the Expence of paying a ftanding Force to keep 
them in Obedience. 

In Refpect to Danger from abroad, it may be proper to 
‘obferve the Situation of South Carelina, in what Man- 
ner it can be attack’d and defended. This Pro- 
vince has the Sea on the Eaf, the unpaflable 
Appalation Mountains on the Wf, the other Carolina 
French nor Spa- 


















niards can do the People of South Carolina much hurt, 
by marching in by Land from Migjfppi or Florida, which 
are their neareft Settlements, if either, or both conjointly, 
were prepared with a competent Number of Soldicrs to 
undertake an Expedition of that Confequence ; Fhriva 
and Migifppi being at {fo great a Dittance trom Sooth Ca- 
rolima, tha. it is altogether impracticable for them to bring 
a fofficiene Quantity of Provifions for their Sabfiitance 
during fo long a Match, or any Artillery, there ‘cing 
no Roads for Wheel Carriages, nor Bridges, either in

From ce Sea, indeed, this Province may be invaded, 
wiz. at or near Charles Torun, (the Capita!) or on James 
Vand, which is fixwen Miles long; the neareft Part a 
Mile and a Half from the Town: In this Ifland there 
is a Fort with fixnd forty Cannons mountdy wherein,

fhort Cut, throogh the Neck of Land that Parte the 
Creeks, at a ‘mall Lixpence it might be biought into an 
Hfland of difficult Acceefs. The Front of Charks Torun, 
on Cooper River, is provided with a Brick Wall, fix Feet 

over, Bultions and other Works, with Fmbrafures be- 
tween : On the other Side, towards (dy River, there are 
three Rows of Cedir Polts for Patifidues, fo throng and 
well fixed in the Groond, that they cannot be pulled up gs 
and fortified with fome Ratlions: The whole Fortifications 
are mounted with about one hundred and owenty Pirces of 
Cannon, for Buils of nine, twelve, and cightecn Pounds 
Weight. 

In Queen Ann's War, this Place was flrenythened by 
tollerable Works on the Land Side, which wee rowed by 
General Niche//n, when Governor, to oblige fome of 
his particular jsiends, The Militia of Charées Touwm cons

Vellils, which, on the Approach of Enemies, 
might fail up the River, and fie upon thems or land 
their Guns and Men, or act in any other Manner cone 
dufive to the Defence of the ‘own, which fhould be found 
expedient, 

If Fnemics fhould at any time attempt to befiege Charles 
Town, they mult jurmounc miny Difliculties, and in the 
mean while, beexpoted t. very great Dangers. ‘The Ens 
tranceover the Bair is Liulouno c than fixteen Feet in common 
Tides; the Channel that Ships mutt pafs through to 
come to Charles Jenn, within one hundred and fixty 
Yards of the Fort on Yames Mand, and to narrow, that 
but a fingle Veflel can fail in it at a time.
